When the Dominion Government un- 
dertook tho patriotiO work oi "UDblank- 
otinc" tho North West, thereby 
making way for tho " westward coarse 
of empire," they wero very generally 
applauded; and the vigor ot their poliuy 
- appeartd to take tbo wind quite oat oi 
" Grit " canvass. Thinking men were 
conRcious that tho Dominion Cabinet 
had undertakoti no easy task ; and lair- 
mindod mon wero prepared to look with 
a leu'ont eye upon any little bluudorB 
wiioh miuht altond first efforts iu cre- 
ating a Proviuco out of tbo vast terri- 
tory that had just been acquired, How- 
ever Buccenplul tbo present Cabinot may 
have been in uniting Province*, we fear 
it must bo confessed that thoy havo not 
boon altogether succoebIuI in tho work 
of creation, It is to bo feared, as it is 
to bo lamented, that the history ol 
Manitoba doos not present occasiou for 
cong'ntulatiog the Administration. 
Without protending to soy whore the 
b'uino rests, and after making tho most 
liberul allowduoo for the difficulties with 
which tho work was beset, wo are most 
roluctautly compelled to admit that tho 
administration of the affairs of the now 
Province has been suoh us to disappoiul 
aud K riovo the best friends ol tho Gov- 
ernment. Commencing with tho Mao- 
dougail flasco.at'd ending with tho voij 
extraordinary and melodruuiBtio scene 
enacted on " the East hank of lho j cd 
Iliver," •« on tho afternoon of tho 8;h of 
Oetober, about I o'clock." when the 
Lieutenant Governor waB " received 
with a feu de joiehj 300 able-bodied 
French Metis,'' and nhook hands with 
the rebel-murdorer, Kiel, a succession 
of accidents, blunders and m : doings 
have unhappily occurred to blur tho 
pages of the early hiBtory ol that 
youug Province. At first wo preferred 
to doubt t..e accuracy ol th<j BlaU'inonts 
putfoiwurd in tho co!nmrjn of the 
"Grit" press of Ontario respecting tbo 
list-mentioned soeno ; but when wo 
find theso sttUemoMa substantially cor- 
roborated in lho columns of the Mon. 
treal Gazette there is no louger any con- 
sola' ion to be dcrivod from doubting. 
That journal opons a leading article upon 
tbo subject iu ' his wise ; — 

We eoDfess to have doubted very much 
the aeouracy of tbe Btatemtiote which reach- 
ed as of the meeting between Lienfc. Govern- 
or Arouibald and the late President ol the 
so-called Frov.aional Government, Louis Reil, 
Bfter lho reoent Fenian raid iD Manitoba. 
Such a proeeeditJg ecemed no unnecesfary/o 
calcolated to renew tbo bitterness of lormer 
days, so certain to offend the really loyal 
portion of the population, that we could not 
imagine a gentleman of Mr Archibald's re- 
puted ability committing io seiioos a blund- 
er. Unfortunately, however, the last Mani- 
toba papers confirm the reports, the cod- 
Grmatioo being afforded by the proolama- 
tiooof Mr Archibald himself." 

After having presented the c»bo with thai 
impartiality wuich bae become adistin^Bish- 
irjg characteristic of the journal, the follow 
iog reflections conclude the article. 

"We claim for lbs Gazette that it has 
thowo every deposition to sustain the 
Administration in the diffioslt tack which 
tbey hud ol establishing on a eolid foundation 
a government for the Province of Mouitoba. 
And we have alwvys roaogoized that a 
wise statesmanship would diotalo a forget- 
fnltcens. as far as possible, of lho troubles 
which disturbed that country in tho winter 
of 18G9-70. Lieut Governor Archibald e». 
pteial'v wus emilUd to the <r,reale?t oonsiden 
atiou in the performance of his duties, and 
the most liberal interpretation ol all bis ac'e. 
Wc have doubted from the li st tho wisdom 
of purchasing peace at the price of exalta- 
tion of tho brawlers, and the humiliation 
of the loyal men who suflored privation and 
fmprisoom meat for their allegiance to the 
Crown. From tbo fiidt this has beea Mr 
Archibald'* policy, and the want of success 
is demoi-struiod by Lie own proclamation. 
At a moment of danger, wIibd tho country 
wns threatened with invasion, and the loyal 
inhahitaots rushed with eplund id alacrity ti 
the front, these pumptrad rBbeU had 
"arrangement " to .nuko which prevented 
their declaring tben>Belv«e until the danger 
wea pa«t, and their neck dupnudcd upon tut- ir 
declaring upon the right side, The Govern- 
or oaglH certainly not have repelled their 
advances, even at that late hour, but ha 
ought rot to have ranuod into their arms oa 
ho did." , 

Will the reader permit in to indulge 
in a few practical reflections su^geste'l 
by iho experience of Manitoba J Wo 
Imve no Preach Me lid ID Britwii Ool- 
umbia out. ol which to curve battalion * 
to dictate thinr UrmH with Lbu Govern- 
meat J uorhuvu we a Louis iiiol to 
oflor tho Iiieatenttnt Uoven of bin 
Bword and bis servicos in order to save 
Mb neck. .Neither was the birth ol the 
V»jvflc Province inaugurated by the 
"^spilling oi loyal blood, tis wbb that of 
Manitoba. It will -oeu, therefore, that 
the early history of tho two Provinces dots 
not [irestni conditions altogeth- r wirni- 
lur. And yet there is a senso In which 
tho'y may bo Huiti to bo by no menns 
dissimilar ; und wo trust that, in endea- 
voring to turn to some practical pnr- 
poso the unhappy ixpcriouco of Mutii 
toba, tho reader will fully acquit ui of 
nil desire to wound tlift leelings of any 
member of the community. Britisu 
Columbia, like iis joang aimer, hue bad 
two partie?, One ol theso parties was 
iound during many long, weary your* 
battling fur Confederation and Respon- 
sible Government ; and many of tho 
members of that party made considerable 
eaorificas in ordor to attain theso great 
measures. The other party sot itself in 
opposition to boih of theuo measures, — 
unite of its members even manifesting u 
willingness to sever the Colony from the 
Crown, raVber than that it Blionld bo unit- 
ed with Canada, both Confederation and 
Beeponeiblb Government have been at- 
tained, and thoBo who hud taken the 
most active part in the attainmoot oi 
theso measures wero willing to sink all 



past iasueB and party differen- 
oes, and wore desirous that 
tho now and belter diapeniation shoald find 
a united paoplo rendy to put their shoulder 
to the wheal for the patriotic objiiot of 
working out a oomruon destiny. For this 
object Confederates were willing to let by- 
gones be by-goues and work side by eido 
with those formerly opposed io o system 
whieh all good subjacta wero called upon to 
work out. But the old-line Confederates 
who had, through nil the fight, stcod up 
for British conuceiioo, were cat propared to 
stand qnietly by end see thomaelves eys 
tomatioally igooted, end every position of 
influotco, honor or emolument filled by those 
who hud unilormly opposed both Confedera- 
tion and Responsible GoveiBment, — some of 
whom bad pushed their opposition eveu to the 
verse of treason! Nor worn they prepared 
to see the work of organizing and carrying 
on lefpotibiblo inetitotions solely entrusted io 
the bandd of cnemioa and strangers to the ey«- 
teui. Wo would warn the Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor, and wo would wnro the Federal Cabi- 
net, loo, against committing an error in 
some respects not altogether dissimilar to 
that which throatsns to bo so prolific of evil 
reiultsin Manitoba— anerror which, although 
it ma; provoke no ovorl act of rebellion, is 
but too well oolcalatod to alienato a large 
and most loyal section ol the community 
from tho Government end intensify party 
differooeos wbioh » wiier polioy would 
bavo laid io the grave of a departed dispen- 
sation,

presented in the Federal Parliament. W 
ooBgratulata Mr Nathiu as the unanimou 
choice ol the larges-t aud most importan 
oommunity in British Colombia. Rejpecling 
his oollenRiie wo will not be expeote.. to say 
much. The impossibiliiy of attending te 
the double duties he has assumed, at least 
in bo fur as tho preHpnt Ifgislative year is 
ooncerned, has already been pointed out in 
these columcB. R. coi:t developments, how« 
ever, lead us to believo that Mr DeCosmoe 
will regard the last assumed duties us having 
a secondary olaim upon his oltenticn. It it 
qnite certain that it ia to Mr MaCr eight's
